As a result of mopping up oper­ 
ations last spring, the broadcast 
declared, Tito was forced to aban­ 
don guerilla activities in northwest 
Bosnia and fled to Montenegro with 
rem nants of his forces. 
Axis troops were said to have 
pursued and annihilated most of his 
remaining forces in the mountains 
of Montenegro, 
“Tito 
himself 
again 
escaped, 
however," the broadcast said, "with 
a few of his followers. He evaded 
pursuing axis troops and his pres­ 
ent whereabouts are not known."
